Three arrested as police ram car off road in New Malden 


Armed police officers “rammed a 
car off the road” in New Malden 
and arrested three men suspected 
of planning a robbery. 

The operation on Tuesday left a 
black Nissan and a grey BMW dam¬ 
aged in the middle of Burlington 
Road on Tuesday at about 2.50pm. 
A 131 bus was also hit in the 
collision. 

Accountant Andrew Grey, who 
works at Atkinsons Chartered Ac¬ 
countants, said: “I heard a car 
being crashed into and someone 
shouting. 

“Then a guy running across the 
other side of the street and three or 
four plain clothes police officers

carrying guns.” 

Mr Grey said: “It looks like the 
police had deliberately rammed the 
other car off the road. I don’t know 
if they had been chasing them.” 

Businesses in the road described 
the scene. Jongkwan Park, a shop¬ 
keeper at Sunnymart, said: “The 
police were chasing the black car 
and all the traffic was stationary 
with the bus parked at the bus 
stop. 

“The black car tried to get 
through the traffic and hit some 
other cars. 


“The police caught two guys right 
in front of us and the other one 
went a bit further.” 

He said when the cars crashed he 
just heard a loud bang. 

Roxanne Steward, hairdresser at 
C and N Hairdressers, said: “We 
saw them chasing them. 

“The police just had them down 
on the ground. We thought it was a 
car accident first of all because he 
was lying on the ground. 

“Someone said there were actual¬ 
ly four of them but police caught 
three. 

“It was really noisy. The police 
rammed the car off the road.” 

A Metropolitan Police spokesman 


said: “At about 2.50pm officers 
from the flying squad conducted a 
hard stop on a vehicle in Burling¬ 
ton Road at the junction with 
Queen’s Road, New Malden. 

“It was part of a proactive police 
operation. The suspect vehicle was 
in collision with two other vehicles, 
one silver BMW and a London bus, 
route 131. 

“Two male suspects of the BMW 
suffered whiplash injuries and 
were treated at the scene. 

“Three men were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of conspiracy to rob.” 

London Ambulance Service said 
a 25-year-old man was treated for 
back and neck injuries.

Three stabbed in alleyway 
fight on Knollmead estate

At least three men were 
stabbed after a fight in an al¬ 
leyway on the Knollmead 
estate. 

An air ambulance landed in 
the grounds of Richard Chal- 
loner school near the Hogsmill 
open-space between Malden 
Manor and the Sunray estate 
on Wednesday evening, ac¬ 
cording to a witness. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said officers were 
called to the fight on the 


Tolworth estate at about 
5.45pm on Wednesday, August 
15. 

He said: “We found two 
males suffering relatively 
minor stab injuries, certainly 
not life-threatening. Both 
were taken to hospital for 
treatment. 

“A short while later officers 
stopped a vehicle in Amber- 
wood Rise in New Malden. A 
male occupant of the vehicle 
was found suffering a stab 
wound. He has also been 
taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment, again not believed to be 


life-threatening. ” 

Eleven men have been ar¬ 
rested and released on bail in 
connection with the fight. 

A resident, who asked not to 
be named, said: “Last night 
me and my wife came out 
about 9pm and there were two 
guys trying to get into one of 
the houses over the road. 

“We tried to calm it down 
and eventually they ran off, 
but they must have been there 
for a good 10 minutes. 

“Next thing I know, when I 
came back from work today, 
my wife tells me someone has 


been stabbed.” 

Another neighbour said: “I 
heard somebody had run 
down and got caught in the al¬ 
leyway near the park by a 
couple of guys. 

“I heard one of them was 
stabbed in the heart and I saw 
him being airlifted.” 

A third neighbour said: “I’ve 
lived here for 27 years. It used 
to be rough, but I thought it 
had got much better. 

“All the trouble normally 
happens at Malden Manor, 
but here was OK I thought but 
it seems not.”

Top cyclists, including 
Bradley Wiggins, Lizzie 
Armitstead and Mark 
Cavendish, could be 
whizzing over the Olympic 
cycle race route again next 
summer. 

Ride London hopes to at¬ 
tract more than 200,000 cy¬ 
clists and visitors to the 
race next August. 

They will speed through 
most of the Olympic race 
route, which went through 
Kingston, Wandsworth, 
Elmbridge and Richmond, 
as part of a new annual 
marathon for the cycling 
world. 

The exact route will be 
confirmed later in the 
year. 

The event will be man¬ 
aged by the London and 
Surrey Cycling Partner¬ 
ship, a joint venture be¬ 
tween London marathon 
and the Tour of Britain 
organisers. 

Jon Fray, from Kingston 
Cycling Campaign, said: “I 
think this is a great 
opportunity for people to 
get involved again. 

“You can be a participant 
or a spectator. 

“In other countries they 
have these mass cycling 
rides so something similar 
in London would be 
exciting. 

“We are lucky to have so 
many good places to cycle 
past because we have the 
Thames here.” 

The two-day cycling festi¬ 
val, from August 3 to Au¬ 
gust 4, will incorporate 
three major cycling events, 
including a family fun ride 
for up to 70,000 cyclists on 
an eight-mile loop of 
closed roads around Lon¬ 
don landmarks. 

Councillor Sharon Hart¬ 
ley said: “This is amazing - 
it is what legacy is all 
about. 

“Young and old were hav¬ 
ing such a wonderful time 
during the races and to see 
it again will be fantastic.” 

A wacky event for riders 
in vintage gear, some on 
penny farthings, is already 
being organised by the 
Homage de Fromage com¬ 
munity group in Surbiton, 
on Sunday, September 16. 


Richmond cycling champi¬ 
on, Councillor Katharine 
Harborne, said: “There is no 
doubt in my mind that he was 
referring to the roundabout 
in Richmond rather than 
Kingston. 

“We have the most amount 
of cyclists in the capital so it 
is fitting we should have 
Wiggo Corner in our 
borough.” 

But Jon Fray, chairman of 
Kingston Cyclists, said Wiggo 
Corner was near the Rose 
Theatre and Jamie’s Italian. 

He said: “He clearly said it 
was Kingston so who are they 
to doubt the great Bradley 
Wiggins, these people of 
Hampton Wick, wherever 
that is. Anyone who heard 
the roar as he came through 
Kingston will know we shout¬ 
ed loudest for him.” 

And deputy mayor of 
Kingston Barry O’Mahony, 
who cheered from Kingston 
Market Place, said attempts 
to wrestle control of Wiggo 
corner were “outrageous”. 

Richard Williams received 
backing from Edward Davey 
for his campaign for a 
permanent tribute to the 
racer. 

He said: “I think a perma¬ 
nent tribute to him should be 
placed in Kingston to mark 
his fantastic achievement 
and to say thank you to him 
for making our town so 
proud.” 

Another Kingston resident 
called for him to be knighted 
as Lord Wiggins of Kingston, 
but requests for a road 
named after a living person 
may be scotched. 

So far, Mr Wiggins, who has 
562,916 followers on Twitter, 
has not responded to re¬ 
quests to identify Wiggins 
Corner.

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‘We will not be moved’ 


Angry residents have 
pledged to form a human 
shield to stop the bulldozers 
after their four-year cam¬ 
paign to stop a bus coming 
down their road fell on deaf 
ears. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) said it would press 
ahead with rerouting the 
265 bus down Beverley Way, 
Raynes Park, despite oppo¬ 
sition from MPs Stephen 
Hammond and Zac Gold¬ 
smith, as well as London As¬ 
sembly member Richard 
Tracey. 

Sally Berriman, from Bev¬ 
erley Way Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation, complained the road 
was too small for buses and 
their arrival would create a 
risk of accidents. 

She also said there was lit¬ 
tle demand for the bus ser¬ 
vice, and that it should be 
kept on busier roads nearby. 

She said: “TfL feels it is en¬ 
titled to blight our lives, de¬ 
value our homes and make 
it difficult for us to park 
near or have access to 


our homes. 

“This is not democracy. 
This is a mighty machine 
bulldozing its way through 
people’s lives, just because 
it can and no one can stop it. 

“When TfL send in bull¬ 
dozers, we will form a 
human shield to prevent ac¬ 
cess. We will need to be re¬ 
moved forcibly.” 

TfL’s consultation on the 
proposals yielded some 121 
comments opposed to the 
new 265 route, with 18 com¬ 
ments in favour of it. 

TfL’s head of consultation 
delivery Peter Bradley said: 
“While I do appreciate some 
residents may not be happy 
with this decision, and am 
aware some may not use the 
bus service, as a transport 
authority we must look at 
the overall accessibility and 
availability of the service 
for all residents, especially 
the elderly and disabled.”

A spokeswoman for 
Sainsbury’s said food safety 
was a top priority for the 
store and they were con¬ 
cerned to hear about Mrs 
Smith’s experience. 

She said: “We were pleased 
she did the right thing and re¬ 
leased it back into the wild, 
and we’re also grateful that 


she let us know. 

“We have apologised to Mrs 
Smith, and look forward to 
seeing her in our store very 
soon.” 

Mrs Smith said she could 
not believe the coincidence of 
the name of the supplier of 
that particular lettuce. 

She said: “It also said on the 


outside of the bag to celebrate 
the extraordinary and I’ve 
certainly done that. 

“It was just so bizarre, it 
was a dear little thing [and] 
the fact it came from a suppli¬ 
er called R Pond tickled us. 

“I suppose it is a big compli¬ 
ment to Sainsbury’s that you 
know it must be organic.” 


Fired partner gets compensation

A Kingston nightclub 
owner has been ordered to 
pay compensation to a for¬ 
mer partner he fired for 
hitting him on the head 
with a diary. 

Franco Lumba, who owns 
Essence and Gala Bingo, 
lost a five-figure sum 
after the tribunal ruled he 
fired his former partner 
unfairly. 

Annmarie Harris, 37, 
from Ascot, was the man¬ 
ager of the Pink Gentle¬ 
man’s Club and its nearby 
sister bar Vanilla, in Wind¬ 
sor, when she was fired by 
Mr Lumba, with whom she 
has a daughter. 

Ms Harris, a former 
dancer, managed the club 
in the shadow of Windsor 
Castle. She was fired in 
January by Mr Lumba, 44, 
who alleged she had hit 
him with a diary. 

She challenged the deci¬ 
sion by taking her employ¬ 
er, FT Trading, to a 
tribunal where a panel 
awarded her £26,000 in 
compensation after he was 
found guilty of unfair dis¬ 
missal by a tribunal. 

The panel ruled that Ms 
Harris was owed unpaid 
wages and holiday pay and 
FT Trading had failed to 
issue her with written 
terms and conditions of 
her employment. 

Ms Harris was awarded 
£17,770 for loss of 


earnings, £800 as a basic 
rate for being dismissed 
after two years of employ¬ 
ment and £2,000 in unpaid 
wages and lieu time. 

She was also given £4,680 
for 23 days of holiday pay, 
£350 in statutory rights 
payment and £800 for not 
being served with any writ¬ 
ten terms and conditions. 

The pair were in a rela¬ 
tionship while she worked 
at the venues and they have 
a 17-month-old daughter. 

Neither Mr Lumba nor 


his legal representatives 
were present at the tri¬ 
bunal hearing. 

Following the tribunal, 
Ms Harris told the Daily 
Mail: “Those two clubs 
were my babies. I put ev¬ 
erything I had into them.

‘Inept’ sex case gets 
thrown out of court

A juror has spoken out after an 
“inept” prosecution against a 
Kingston College student who 
spent five months in prison ac¬ 
cused of sex attacks before being 
freed. 

Kingston College student John 
Bate, 24, was acquitted of assaults 
near Teddington Lock after Judge 
David Higgins expressed serious 
concerns about victims’ different 
descriptions of the culprit. 

Two women and two teenage 
girls were assaulted between Jan¬ 
uary and March this year. 

Mr Bate, of Simpson Road, Ham, 
walked free on Thursday, August 
2, after the judge directed the jury 
to find him not guilty of two 
counts of sexual assault, one 
count of attempted sexual assault, 
one count of exposure 
and one count of assault 
by beating. He was arrested on 
March 17 and had been behind 
bars ever since. 

A juror in the case told the 
Kingston Guardian: “It just seems 
so wrong that cases like these get 
to trial and ruin someone’s life 
without any evidence. 

“This case forced victims of a 
crime to go through their trauma 
again - what on earth were the

police and CPS doing?” 

He said he had serious concerns 
about the evidence he heard, in¬ 
cluding police asking Mr Bate 
where he was at 1pm, instead of 
lam - the time of one of the 
attacks. 

Officers also did not show a knit¬ 
ted red scarf they seized from the 
student’s grandmother’s house to 
the victim who described it, he 
said. 

Judge Higgins said he doubted 
the same man was responsible, 


after victims gave differing 
descriptions of their attacker’s 
height and one said he had black 
hair. 

He said police had not taken very 
full statements and sympathised 
with the women who gave evi¬ 
dence despite the Crown 
Prosecution Service’s (CPS) 
“lamentable” case. 

He said: “With the age of the 
complainants, it’s quite outra¬ 
geous that they are being exposed 
to this sort of case management, 
in circumstances where there are 
so many questions unanswered 
and, on the face of it, there’s so 
much maladministration. 

“It’s quite staggering they 
should be exposed with all that 
goes with a case of this kind. 

“It’s an extraordinarily inept 
case in its current form, consider¬ 
ing such sensitive allegations of 
such seriousness for all 
concerned.” 

The CPS said it decided to charge 
Mr Bate based on evidence police 
had provided and it was looking 
into the judge’s concerns. 

Officers questioned a second per¬ 
son on March 7 this year, before 
arresting Mr Bate 10 days later. 

A CPS spokesman said: “We are 
looking into all of the matters 
raised and will be working with 
the police.”

Another link in chain to 
continue riverside walk 


So the mini-markets of Tol- 
worth Broadway want to 
stop the building of a new 
Tesco superstore on the old 
Toby Jug site. 

Do these people not know 
that we live in a market- 
driven economy where con¬ 
sumers have freedom of 
choice? 

It is the shoppers of Tol- 
worth who decide whether 
they want to shop in Tesco 
or one of the scruffy mini¬ 
markets selling exotic food 
and fruit in the Broadway.

Internet access tops list of 
mod cons we want in a home 



Homebuyers now expect 
to have immediate access 
to the internet when they 
buy a new home. 

Two thousand people 
were asked which mod- 
cons they deemed essen¬ 
tial when moving into a 
new home. 

And whilst there were 
few shocks at the top of 
the list - with the humble 
kettle at number one - 
perhaps the most sur¬ 
prisingly popular ‘essen¬ 
tial’ was internet access 
with more than half of 
people moving home de¬ 
manding the service, 
which scored higher than 
a toaster, iron and mi¬ 
crowave. 

Essential items in a 
new home: 

1. kettle 

2. fridge 

3. oven 

4. washing machine 

5. freezer 

6. television 

7. vacuum cleaner 


8. internet access 

9. toaster 

10. iron 

Demand for nearly all 
products was greater 
amongst women, with 
the exception of the more 
‘gadgety’ items generally 
associated with men, 
such as games consoles, 
music systems, and DAB 
radios. 

And the younger you 
are, the less likely you 
are to want a music sys¬ 
tem or a DAB radio, 
which would indicate 
how more and more 
young people are 
accessing music via their 
computers. Just one in 20 
people aged 18 - 24 years 
old required a DAB 
Radio, compared with 
one in five of the over 
55s. 

James Holland, Manag¬ 
ing Director of The Co¬ 
operative Electrical 
which carried out the 
survey, said: “It shouldn’t 


surprise us that internet 
access has become so im¬ 
portant to UK homeown¬ 
ers as more than three 
quarters of UK homes 
are online, compared 
with just over a third 10 
years ago, which is an 
enormous and rapid in¬ 
crease. I would expect the 
internet’s ‘essential’ sta¬ 
tus to rise over the years 
ahead. 

“I’m sure it will never 
topple the kettle in terms 
of popularity, but with 
more and more gadgets 
being controlled online, I 
doubt we’re too far away 
from asking it to brew up 
via a computer or smart 
phone.” 

He added: “Not too long 
ago, after moving home 
people would unpack the 
kettle and toaster first 
but now people are more 
inclined to brew up and 
surf the net from their 
new home.” 

There were some inter¬ 
esting regional varia¬ 


tions, as less than half of 
all Londoners thought an 
oven was an essential 
item, and only 45 per cent 
of Londoners and people 
living in the West Mid¬ 
lands said they needed a 
vacuum cleaner. 

Homeowners in East 
Anglia and the north east 
had the highest total de¬ 
mand for electrical items: 
East Anglians scored 
most for kettles, toasters, 
freeview boxes/satellite 
receivers, microwaves 
and internet access. 

The north east topped 
the lists for tumble dri¬ 
ers, irons, TVs, DVD play¬ 
ers, games consoles, 
music systems and DAB 
radios. 

The exceptions were 
the south east, which had 
the highest demand for 
dishwashers, Northern 
Ireland, which topped the 
list for toastie makers, 
and the East Midlands, 
with the greatest demand 
for computers.
